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Governor  Dummer  Academy  is  now  embarking  upon 
the  largest  capital  funds  campaign  in  its  history.  "Mile- 
stones. .  .1977-1980"  was  formally  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  the  fall  of  1977.  In 
October,  Headmaster  John  W.  Ragle  informed  the  entire 
Governor  Dummer  family  of  this  momentous 
undertaking. 

The  Milestones  Campaign  seeks  a  total  of 
$2,000,000  over  a  period  of  three  years.  $1 ,300,000  will 
be  earmarked  for  endowment  for  scholarship  aid  and 
faculty  salaries,  and  $700,000  for  needs  relating  to  cam- 
pus renewal  and  improvement. 

The  planning  phase  preceding  the  announcement 
covered  a  period  of  almost  two  years.  During  that  time 
the  needs  of  the  Academy  were  exhaustively  examined 
and  priorities  determined.  The  school  commissioned  the 
New  York  firm  of  Marts  &  Lundy,  which  had  guided 
Governor  Dummer  Academy's  previous  capital  efforts, 
to  conduct  a  feasibility  study.  Finally,  screening 
meetings  were  held  throughout  the  country  to  analyze 
the  ability  of  the  Academy's  constituency  to  meet  the 
needs  in  such  a  campaign. 

In  accepting  the  challenge  of  a  goal  of  $2,000,000, 
the  Trustees  noted  that  every  segment  of  the  Governor 
Dummer  family  —  Trustees,  administration,  alumni, 
parents,  and  other  friends  —  will  have  to  expend  at  least 
125%  of  normal  effort  to  achieve  such  an  amount.  The 
Trustees  are  confident  that  the  GDA  constituency  will 
respond  to  this  challenge. 


Endowment  Need 

Over  the  years,  Governor  Dummer  has  succeeded  in 
establishing  one  of  the  most  functional  and  attractive 
campuses  of  any  independent  school  of  its  size.  More 
than  a  dozen  important  facilities  have  been  added  in  the 
past  25  years  at  far  less  than  half  of  the  $7,000,000 
which  such  construction  would  cost  today. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Trustees  brought  the  Acade- 
my's' endowment  from  virtually  nothing  in  1948  to 
$700,000  by  1970;  and,  through  extraordinarily  good 
management  and  effort,  to  nearly  $1 ,800,000  today. 

Yet  the  school's  endowment  suffers  in  comparison 
with  that  of  its  sister  schools.  The  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  endowment-per-student  figure  ranks  next  to 
last  among  a  group  of  ten  other  schools  of  similar  size 
and  sharing  similar  goals:  about  $5,300  per  student  com- 
pared to  the  average  for  the  other  ten  of  $27,300.  As  a 
result,  nearly  80%  of  the  annual  operating  costs  for 
Governor  Dummer  comes  from  tuition  income;  the 
average  for  the  other  ten  schools  is  63%. 

Governor  Dummer's  needs  are  therefore  "people- 
needs":  The  need  to  provide  more  and  better  scholar- 
ships to  promising  students  whose  presence  would 
strengthen  the  school;  the  need  to  maintain  a  strong 
faculty  of  men  and  women  with  the  same  quality  of 
dedication  and  talent  as  that  reflected  in  the  "Old 
Guard." 


Scholarship  Aid 

Among  the  same  ten  schools  referred  to  above. 
Governor  Dummer  stands  last  in  the  amount  of  scholar- 
ship money  available  per  student  enrolled  in  the  school. 
Presently  the  Academy  is  unable  to  accept  any  signifi- 
cant number  of  deserving  students  from  the  middle- 
income  range  and  below  who,  by  their  talents  and  aspir- 
ations, could  significantly  strengthen  for  all  students 
both  the  challenge  and  the  education  at  Governor 
Dummer. 

The  sum  of  $400,000  is  sought  in  the  Milestones 
Campaign  as  an  endowment  for  increased  scholarship 
assistance.  This  amount  will  enable  the  school  to  pro- 
vide the  level  of  aid  which  it  must  reach  in  order  to 
maintain  its  competitive  edge  with  the  schools  with 
which  it  ranks  so  favorably  in  almost  every  other  way. 

Faculty  Salaries 

The  average  salary  on  the  Governor  Dummer  faculty 
is  now  slightly  below  the  average  paid  by  the  other  good 
schools  with  which  we  compare  ourselves.  Ironically,  the 
GDA  teachers  with  the  greatest  amount  of  experience 
compare  even  less  well  with  their  peers  on  other  facul- 
ties. This  is  a  deficiency  which  the  school  can  ill  afford 
for  the  future. 

The  Milestones  Campaign  seeks  $900,000  in  endow- 
ment funds  to  ensure  the  continued  excellence  of  the 
faculty  at  Governor  Dummer.  The  income  from  an  in- 
vestment of  this  size  would  place  the  school  among  the 
top  third  in  faculty  remuneration,  a  goal  which  the 
Trustees  have  identified  as  a  necessity  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  level  of  teaching  which  Governor  Dummer  has 
always  provided. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  a  key  element  in  the 
effort  to  raise  $1,300,000  for  faculty  and  scholarship 
endowment  is  the  intention  to  establish  several  endow- 
ment funds  of  $100,000  each  in  honor  of  the  "Old 
Guard":  Ted  Eames,  Ed  Dunning,  Tom  Mercer,  Mac 
Murphy,  Art  Sager,  Ben  Stone,  and  Buster  Navins. 


Rink  Roof/Locker  Facility 

While  no  entirely  new  structures  are  planned  for  the 
campaign,  some  building  and  renovation  are  required  at 
this  time. 

Ever  since  the  Frost  Skating  Rink  was  built  in  1961, 
it  was  intended  that  a  roof  would  be  erected  over  the 
facility  at  some  future  time.  In  all  the  years  that  the  rink 
has  been  in  use,  the  hockey  program  has  been  severely 
handicapped  by  the  extensive  loss  of  practice  time,  and 
by  cancelled  games,  from  the  effects  of  rain,  snow,  and 
sun.  Until  now,  however,  a  roof  was  not  considered  a 
high-priority  item. 

Now,  the  roof  concept  has  been  expanded  to  include 
locker  room  space  —  not  only  for  the  hockey  teams,  but 
for  girls'  field  hockey  in  the  fall  and  girls'  lacrosse  in  the 
spring.  The  burgeoning  and  successful  athletic  program 
for  women  at  GDA  has  severely  taxed  the  capacity  of  the 
Alumni  Gym.  Additional  locker  space  located  in  the  area 
of  the  Frost  Rink,  therefore,  will  be  an  extremely  valu- 
able asset  to  the  entire  athletic  program. 

The  cost  of  the  locker  room  and  rink  roof  construc- 
tion is  estimated  at  $400,000. 

Remodeled  Art  Facility 

Another  multi-purpose  building  project  involves  reno- 
vation of  the  Stone  Garage  on  Elm  Street  into  an  art 
facility.  The  garage  is  an  extremely  solid  structure  which 
can  readily  be  converted  into  handsome  and  spacious 
quarters  for  the  popular  program  in  studio  art,  and  an 
art  gallery  as  well. 

This  construction  will  have  the  additional  benefit  of 
enabling  the  school  to  make  better  use  of  its  classrooms, 
because  it  will  free  up  space  elsewhere  on  campus.  The 
Drama  Department,  which  has  been  essentially  homeless, 
will  then  move  into  room  in  Thompson  Auditorium 
presently  used  as  an  art  studio,  and  the  Mathematics 
Department  will  similarly  gain  a  significant  area  in 
Parsons  for  needed  expansion. 

Renovation  of  the  Stone  Garage  into  an  art  studio 
and  gallery  is  expected  to  cost  $125,000.

Campus  Protection  and  Other  Improvement 

A  total  of  $175,000  is  needed  for  other  campus  pro- 
jects. These  include  some  layout  changes  to  improve  the 
functioning  of  the  library;  extension  of  the  athletic 
fields  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  women's 
athletic  program;  conversion  of  unused  space  within  a 
dormitory  into  faculty  housing;  and  installation  of 
smoke  detectors  in  frame  buildings  and  an  alarm  tie-in 
with  the  Byfield  fire  station. 


In  conclusion,  the  Milestones  Campaign  is  a  program 
which  must  be  undertaken  if  the  Academy  is  to  continue 
to  fill  its  vital  role  in  private  secondary  education.  It  is 
perhaps  the  most  carefully  prepared  such  program  in  the 
school's  history.  Its  goals  are  relatively  modest  in  com- 
parison to  the  multi-million  dollar  campaigns  currently 
under  way  at  several  schools.  Yet  the  attainment  of 
these  goals  will  keep  Governor  Dummer  Academy  in  the 
forefront  of  indepdendent  educational  institutions  for 
many  years  to  come.

TRUSTEES  LEAD  THE 
WAY- PLEDGE  $525,000 


At  recent  Special  Gifts  dinners  held  in  the  Greater 
Boston  area,  National  Campaign  Chairman  Richard  D. 
Phippen  announced  that  the  Trustees  of  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  had  so  far  pledged  $525,000  to  the 
Campaign  which  will  add  to  the  Academy's  endowment 
and  provide  for  needed  campus  improvements. 

The  Special  Gifts  phase  of  "Milestones.  .  .1977-1980" 
is  now  under  way,  following  area  dinners  at  which  a  new 
film  presentation  of  Academy  life  was  interpreted  by 
Headmaster  John  W.  Ragle.  The  strength  of  the  school, 
both  in  tradition  and  program,  was  central  to  the 
presentation.  The  need  to  continue  these  strengths  and 
undergird  them  through  increased  endowment  and  im- 
provement of  facilities  was  the  highlight  of  the 
presentation. 

In  discussing  the  needs  which  the  Milestones  Cam- 
paign is  designed  to  meet,  Chairman  Dick  Phippen 
stressed  sound  management  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
necessity  of  providing  strong  leadership  to  reach  the 
goal.  His  comments  were  echoed  by  Nathan  Withington 
'58,  National  Special  Gifts  Chairman,  as  he  stressed  the 
fact  that  the  Academy  operates  on  a  balanced  budget 
even  during  these  times  of  rapidly  rising  costs  and  there- 
fore deserves  the  fullest  support  of  alumni  and  friends.

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE 
MILESTONES  CAMPAIGN 

The  leadership  of  "Milestones  .  .  .  1977-1980"  has 
planned  the  organization  of  the  capital  campaign  with 
great  care,  in  order  to  ensure  every  possible  chance  for 
the  success  of  this  vital  program.

The  Special  Gifts  Committee  seeks  gifts  of  from 
S1,000  to  S10,000,  and  to  this  end  it  is  organizing 
Special  Gifts  campaigns  throughout  the  country 
wherever  there  is  a  sufficient  concentration  of  GDA 
alumni  and  friends.

Many  alumni  and  friends  may  wonder  whether  the 
Annual  Fund  will  continue  to  operate  during  the  three- 
year  period  of  "Milestones  .  .  .  1977-1980."  The  answer 
is  a  resounding  "Yes!" 

Thanks  to  the  growing  support  which  the  Annual 
Fund  has  engendered  from  all  portions  of  the  GDA  con- 
stituency, the  Academy  is  heavily  dependent  upon  the 
Annual  Fund  in  support  of  the  annual  operating  budget. 
The  school  is  practically  unique  among  its  peers  in  oper- 
ating for  the  past  four  years  with  a  balanced  budget  and 
doing  so  without  dipping  into  endowment.  We  could  not 
continue  this  fine  record  without  the  Annual  Fund. 

We  continue  to  close  in  on  our  goal  of  providing  at 
least  10%  of  the  annual  budget  from  the  Annual  Fund. 
To  drop  it  now  would  be  to  negate  all  the  progress  that 
has  been  made  in  this  direction. 

In  short,  cancelling  the  Annual  Giving  program  is 
simply  not  an  alternative;  the  school  could  not  do  with- 
out it. 

Continuation  of  the  Annual  Fund  is  therefore  basic 
to  the  conduct  of  the  Milestones  Campaign.  The  support 
of  both  programs  is  vital  to  the  Academy's  future.  So  far 
Annual  Fund  gifts  are  coming  in  a  most  encouraging  way 
in  response  to  the  recent  telethon  and  mail  appeals, 
demonstrating  the  general  acceptance  by  Governor 
Dummer  alumni  and  friends  of  this  kind  of  balanced 
support.

Scholarship  Aid  Facts 


The  scholarship  student  tends  to  enrich  the  life  of  the 
Academy  and  provide  a  balance  of  talent  and  aspirations 
that  has  been  a  mark  of  Governor  Dummer  since  the 
earliest  days. 

The  Academy  distributes  approximately  $90,000  for 
scholarships  each  year.  Most  of  this  budget  must  be 
allotted  to  current  students  and  too  little  is  available  to 
bring  in  new,  gifted  students,  particularly  from  the 
middle  income  bracket,  who  need  financial  assistance  in 
order  to  attend. 


Endowment  Facts 

Through  prudent  management,  Academy  Trustees 
have  in  the  brief  span  of  seven  years  built  present 
endowment  from  $700,000  to  $1 .8  million. 

This  is  still  far  below  today's  requirements.  In  a 
current  study  of  34  independent  schools,  Governor 
Dummer  ranks  seventh  from  the  bottom  in  endow- 
ment per  student.  This  places  the  Academy  at  a  serious 
competitive  disadvantage. 

In  spite  of  limited  endowment,  conscientious  manage- 
ment has  maintained  tuition  charges  among  the  lowest  in 
the  group  of  34  schools,  while  retaining  a  strong  educa- 
tional program. 


Faculty  Facts 

Governor  Dummer  tradition  and  quality  are  based  on 
a  special  kind  of  teacher-counselor-coach.  Such  faculty 
members  are  hard  to  find,  yet  many  have  given  a  lifetime 
of  service. 

Subject  to  inflationary  pressures,  GDA  faculty 
salaries  threaten  to  fall  below  the  median  at  equally 
respected  independent  schools.  The  difference  is  particu- 
larly noticeable  in  the  upper  salary  ranges  where  it  is 
important  to  hold  the  experienced  teacher. 


The  income  from  $400,000  in  endowment  funds 
would  enable  the  Academy  to  admit  a  significant 
number  of  highly  desirable  students  who  wish  to  come 
to  Governor  Dummer  but  who  otherwise  would  go 
elsewhere. 


Campus  Improvement  Facts 

Conversion  of  the  Stone  Garage  into  an  effective 
modern  art  facility  would  set  up  a  chain  reaction  by 
releasing  other  space  to  serve  the  school  in  a  more  effi- 
cient way. 

An  improved  hockey  facility  would  incorporate  much- 
needed  additional  locker  room  space  to  relieve  conges- 
tion in  Alumni  Gymnasium  during  all  three  seasons. 

The  Academy  is  one  of  only  two  in  the  Independent 
School  League  that  do  not  have  a  covered  hockey  rink. 
Cancelled  and  postponed  games  and  lost  practice  time 
have  become  a  serious  problem,  as  has  the  cost  of 
removing  snow  from  the  ice  surface. 

Layout  changes  in  the  Frost  Building  will  provide 
for  major  improvement  in  the  use  of  library  space. 

An  extension  of  the  athletic  fields  will  provide  more 
adequate  facilities  for  the  popular  athletic  program  for 
women.
